Another comments: “If there is a way to d o 
something in cleaning u p the mess left by Wil­ 
son’s Versailles Treaty and the collapse of Eu ­ 
ropean nations and Eu ropean finances, Hoov er 
is the one man in America tod ay who will find 
the way to d o it. The sou nd measu res he has 
pu t into operation will bring ou r Ship of State 
into safe harbor if Hoov er be permitted to carry 
on. I believ e ou r v oters hav e mad e u p their 
mind s that, like Lincoln, Hoov er be chosen to 
finish the task he has begu n.” 
Farmers are for Hoov er becau se of his stand 
for an agricu ltu ral tariff to protect farming in 
the same manner as the Repu blican tariff acts 
of the past hav e protected labor and ind u stry . 
They want no more Und erwood tariff bills — that 
gav e u s free wool and what really amou nted to 
free trad e in nearly all foreign agricu ltu ral 
prod u cts. No, farmers want no more tariff bills 
like that — and su ch as wou ld resu lt were the 
plans for an “international tariff” as ou tlined 
by Mr. Hoov er’s opponent to prev ail. 
Farmers believ e in the Hoov er program for 
farm and ind u strial reconstru ction. They believ e 
Presid ent Hoov er when he say s: “We still hav e 
v ast problems to solv e in agricu ltu re. 
Ev ery 
measu re we hav e taken looking to general re­ 
cov ery is of benefit to the farmer. 
“The most practical relief to the farmer, asid e 
from general economic recov ery is a d efinite 
program of read ju stment and coord ination of 
nation, state and local tax ation which will re­ 
liev e real property , especially the farms, from 
u nd u e bu rd ens of tax ation which the cu rrent re­ 
ad ju stm ent in v alu es has brou ght abou t! 
“To that pu rpose I propose to d ev ote my self,” 
and when Presid ent Hoov er d eclares, farmers 
believ e him. 
Farmers want economy in gov ernmental af­ 
fairs. 
They believ e Presid ent Hoov er u tterly 
when he say s he will d ev ote himself to red u cing 
ex penses. They knowT of the d etermined stand 


he took against a Democratic Hou se in this d i­ 
rection; they know of the heroic fight he mad e 
against his Democratic opponents in their pork 
barrel raid s on the Treasu ry ; they know how 
earnestly and fearlessly he has fou ght and will 
continu e to fight for gov ernment reorganization 
so as to effect economy and increase efficiency . 
Farmers are for Presid ent Hoov er becau se they 
know no qu ack nostru ms will be prescribed as a 
cu re for the economic ills of agricu ltu re.
